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LA BRUTALISATION 



Les cinq dernieres editions du Quid ont ete I'hote d'un debat 
dont I'importance n'est pas a negliger, au sujet de la brutali- 
sation a la faculte. A mon avis, ce phenomene peut etre utile 
pour preparer les etudiants a la profession juridique telle 
qu'elle est pratiquee aujourd'hui, malgre les effets pervers 
qu’il entraine inevitablement. Cependant, je crois egalement 
que les facultes de droit doivent jouer un role proactif pour 
reconnaitre et tenter de changer progressivement cette situ- 
ation. 

La brutalisation 

II me semble indeniable, selon les temoignages de nombreux 
etudiants passes et actuels, que le passage a McGill Law im- 
plique une certaine transformation des fa$ons de penser, de 
la « forme de I'esprit » de chacun. Comme dans tout proces- 
sus de transformation, certaines personnes s'adaptent sans 
probleme alors que d'autres subissent un certain trauma- 
tisme, qu'on peut qualifier de "brutalisation". Cette diversity 
de reactions est bien representee par les echanges qui ont 
eu lieu dans nos pages. 

Certaines personnes, possiblement une bonne partie des 
etudiants, ont une predisposition a ce type d'enseignement, 
et traversent sans heurt les meandres de leur formation ju- 
ridique. Cependant, cela ne signifie pas pour autant que I'en- 
seignement soit sans probleme, puisqu'il laisse de cote 
plusieurs etudiants a qui il ne convient tout simplement pas. 
Sont-ils pour autant de moins bons etudiants, moins capa- 
bles de soutenir la pression et le stress qui nous est impose ? 
Ce sont peut-etre plutot les methodes d'enseignement qui 
ostracisent une partie de nos collegues de classe. Notre fac- 
ulte a fait I'heureux choix d'admettre un corps etudiant di- 
versify, mais il faut aussi tenir en compte cette mixite lors de 
la confection des cours et des methodes pedagogiques, sans 
quoi la faculte devient un environnement malsain pour ceux 
qui ne s’y reconnaissent pas. 

Le but de la brutalisation 

Malgre tous ses travers, je crois cependant que la brutalisa- 
tion peut etre un atout pour certains d'entre nous, comme 
preparation a I'entree de la profession juridique. Notam- 
ment, ceux etant predisposes a la formation juridique telle 



qu'elle s'enseigne actuellement et se dirigeant vers des 
metiers purement juridiques y trouvent certainement leur 
compte. 

Je me rappelle d'avoir entendu presque tous mes pro- 
fesseurs de premiere annee nous dire que le baccalaureat en 
droit ne servait pas a nous apprendre le droit en tant que tel, 
mais bien a « penser comme des avocats ». Cette simple af- 
firmation est le reflet du but reel de notre formation, soit 
celui de nous preparer a la profession juridique, malgre I'ap- 
proche plus theorique, critique et reflexive que notre faculte 
adopte. Au final, la majority d'entre nous occupera probable- 
ment un emploi dans la profession juridique, dont les exi- 
gences entrameront egalement un certain effet de 
brutalisation. Celle-ci ayant eu lieu en partie a la faculte, il y a 
fort a parier que plusieurs y trouvent leur compte. 

Cependant, si Ton tient en compte les visees de la faculte 
qui, en admettant un corps etudiant diversify et en adoptant 
un style d'enseignement plutot theorique, veut de fagon 
avouee apporter plusieurs regards critiques au droit, la bru- 
talisation devient alors incoherente. Peut etre prepare-t-elle 
bien a la profession, mais pour ceux qui n'y aboutiront pas, 
ou pour ceux qui pourraient y faire une difference notable, 
les effets largement conformistes de la brutalisation ont un 
effet pervers. J'ai I'impression qu'elle en ecarte meme 
plusieurs de postes ou leur point de vue sur le droit pourrait 
etre plutot benefique. 

Reconnaitre et changer 

Comme I'ont suggere plusieurs auteurs ces dernieres se- 
maines, il est peut etre temps d'entamer un changement 
dans ces fa^ons de faire. Sans plaider en faveur d'une revolu- 
tion ou de changements majeurs dans la fa$on d'enseigner le 
droit au sein de notre faculte, il me semble pourtant qu'il est 
essentiel de se pencher sur la question. 

Le principal obstacle de ce debat me semble en fait etre 
cette difficulty a reconnaitre, puis a bien circonscrire ce 
probleme. II est tellement facile d'individualiser les effets de 
la brutalisation, ou meme ses causes, rejetant la faute sur les 
individus. Pourtant, si I'aspect systemique de la brutalisation 
etait reconnu, un premier pas serait fait vers la possibility de 
remedier au probleme. 
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FACTUM ITIS SWEEPS MCGILL 

LAW FACULTY 



The cause of the mysterious absences from Professor Lametti's 
Common Law Property class last Thursday has been discovered: 
factumitis. This disease, peculiar to the law faculty, strikes only 
once a year. It tends to appear at the end of January, peak in the 
middle of February, then abruptly disappear. 

Most studies point to MaTtre Helena Lamed as the source of the 
annual outbreaks, although she appears to be immune to the 
symptoms. 

Oddly, only second-year students are affected, although factumi- 
tis is often followed by a related disease, memo-itis, which af- 
flicts only first-years. 

Common symptoms of factumitis include anxiety, aversion to

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BROTHER, CAN YOU SPARE A DIME? (OR 
BETTER YET, $19.1 MILLION) 



Recently, much hullaballoo has been made over the impending 
financial collapse of McGill University, brought on by $19.1 mil- 
lion in spending cuts being imposed on the university- three- 
quarters of the way into the current fiscal year, mind you - by les 
compteurs de haricots in Quebec City. 

I, for one, will not brook any criticism of our fair, just and benev- 
olent Premier, Pauline Marois, or her trusty Ministre des Fi- 
nances, the Honourable... errr... well, whoever the hell it is. They 
were hired by an overwhelming 32% of voters to do a job, and 
that job is to complete the process of gutting Quebec's premiere 
English-language university. And so it shall be. 

In this spirit of cooperative compliance (aka conspiratorial collu- 
sion), I stand at the ready to suggest some constructive (when- 
ever possible) and destructive (whenever necessary) ways in 
which McGill could effectively tighten its belt in the weeks and 
months ahead, to prevent our beloved school's tattered, moth- 
eaten bellbottom pants from falling down. 

And so, without further ado, I present to you, for your collective 
edification and immediate action, a modest proposal to place 
our fine institution back on a sound financial footing. I have di- 
vided my helpful suggestions into two categories: spending cuts 
and revenue generators. For no sound budgetary exercise would 
be complete without a little bit of yin, and a little bit of yang. 

SPENDING CUTS 

• Eliminate the hot and cold running champagne from all cam- 
pus buildings.

Law Club 
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1. What courses am I allowed to take on exchange? How do I 
get approval and how many credits can I take? 

Students are free to choose their exchange courses, but are re- 
stricted to elective credits only. Basket courses and required 
courses cannot be taken while on exchange. Students are permit- 
ted to take non-law credits but are still limited to 6 non-law 
McGill credits. Keep in mind that the credit value at a host insti- 
tution may not directly match McGill's. You should email the SAO 
or stop by during drop-in hours if you would like more informa- 
tion on credit equivalencies. Courses are approved based on con- 
tent, method of evaluation and class hours, so be sure to include 
the course outline! 

While all exchange students pay for 15 McGill credits for their se- 
mester abroad, you may register for a minimum of 12. When it 
comes to getting your courses approved, you will receive instruc- 
tions from the SAO at the beginning of your exchange on how to 
complete and submit the Minerva Course Approval and Transfer 
Credit Form. It is important to note that you will not be granted 
credit for Legal Clinic courses, moots and any course that closely 
resembles something you have already taken or that is regularly 
offered at McGill. 

2. Je pars en echange pour ma derniere session dans le pro- 
gramme. Quand aurez-vous besoin de mon releve de notes? 

Pour les finissants de decembre, nous avons besoin du releve de 
notes au debut de janvier, pour ceux qui finissent en avril, a la 
mi-mai. Si vous etes dans I'impossibilite de nous fournir votre 
releve de notes, votre diplomation peut etre retardee d'une ses- 
sion. La coordonnatrice du programme d'echange vous enverra 
la date-limite pour soumettre votre releve de notes par courriel 
aussi tot que possible. Veuillez noter qu'il est de votre respons- 
abilite de discuter des contraintes temporelles avec votre institu- 
tion d'echange des que vous arrivez, surtout si votre admission a 
un barreau (qui repose souvent sur la preuve d'obtention de 
votre diplome) est en jeu. De cette fagon nous pouvons travailler 
ensemble pour trouver une solution. 

3. 1 want to do a minor. Is there anything I should know about? 

You can only request to do a minor after having completed your 
first year of the B.C.L./LL.B. program. Most minors are 18 credits 
over and above the 105 (totaling 123); some Science minors are 
24 credits. If this is the case, students can count six credits of 
their 24 credit minor towards their law degree. To apply for a 
minor, you will need to meet with an advisor from the Depart- 
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ment you want to enroll in. This is an opportunity to review the 
requirements of the minor, approve courses and sign the applica- 
tion form, which must be returned to the SAO. 

It is very important to note that even if you are enrolled in a 
minor, you are limited to 6 non-law credits per semester. That 
means you need to spread out your minor courses. You cannot 
take all your minor courses over one or two semesters. If you are 
planning on doing an exchange and are completing a minor, you 
should speak with your advisor to find out if a course you take on 
exchange can be credited towards your minor. 

4. J'aimerais completer des credits pendant la session d'ete - 
comment puis-je faire? 

Ilya plusieurs fagons de profiter de I'ete pour alleger votre 
charge de credits. La plus simple est de prendre des cours a I'Uni- 
versite McGill. Si vous prevoyez partir en voyage ou votre temps 
est beaucoup plus limite a cause d'un emploi, vous pouvez tou- 
jours faire un Term Essay. Non seulement cette option vous per- 
met d'acquerir 3 credits, mais il satisfait le critere d'exigence 
minimale de redaction. Y a-t-il un cours a I'Universite de Mon- 
treal qui semble interessant? Prevoyez-vous de passer I'ete a Ot- 
tawa? II est aussi possible de completer un cours de droit dans 
une autre universite. Vous devez completer un formulaire par le 
system CREPUQ (seulement au Quebec) 

(http://www.crepuq.qc. ca/?lang=fr) ou allez sur Minerva sous 
I'onglet « Request Study Away » si I'universite que vous consid- 
erer n'est pas sur la liste de CREPUQ. 

Want more ideas? Why not apply to do a Legal Clinic or a Human 
Rights Internship? Come by to speak with SAO staff during drop- 
in hours to discuss your options. Keep in mind that you are lim- 
ited to 14 credits during the summer term. 

5. Je comprends bien le fran^ais, mais j'aimerais ameliorer mes 
competences en redaction. Puis-je prendre un cours hors de la 
Faculte de droit? 

Certainement! Plusieurs etudiants se servent I'ete des 6 credits 
permis par la Faculte pour des cours dans d'autres disciplines 
que le droit. Par exemple, le cours intensif offert par I'universite 
d'ete en etudes quebecoises de I'universite McGill. Pour les 
cours en Arts et Sciences, vous pouvez vous inscrire directement 
sur Minerva. II est important de noter, toutefois, qu'il y a cer- 
taines contraintes et limites organisationnelles (quant au nombre 
de limites de places ou de personnel disponible). 
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In order to take a McGill course outside of Arts & Science, stu- 
dents must fill out the "Application to undertake outside course" 
form available on the SAO website. In order to obtain permission 
for non-law credits at a university outside Quebec, students 
must fill out an online "Request for Study Away" on Minerva. 
Contact the SAO at info.law@mcgill.ca if you need help. 

6. 1 have applied for graduate studies but am confused about 
funding opportunities. 

There are so many options for funding for graduate studies, that 
many students don't know where to begin (oh the choices!). 

First, you should take a look at this website:

You can reach her by email at alison.glaser@mcgill.ca or 
stop by her office, located (conveniently) on the 4th floor in 
room 407 inside the Graduate Studies Office. 

7. I'm having trouble juggling my course work, gym schedule, 
groceries, laundry, friends, and everything else about my life. No 
matter what I do, I cannot get my readings done and I feel ex- 
tremely stressed and anxious. 

It's not easy being a student - let alone a law student and a 
McGill law student on top of that - ooof. Thankfully, many peo- 
ple have already been through this and have become pioneers in 
creating tools to help you. You should definitely be checking out 
some of the FREE workshops offered by the McGill's Student 
Services (http://www.mcgill.ca/counselling/workshops/). From 
study skills to coping with perfectionism (read Type A) to over- 
coming procrastination (Facebook), they are sure to offer some- 
thing that can help you. You can also go visit them in the Brown 
Building to see if there's someone you can talk to who can help 
with your particular issue.

Cette annee, la Clinique juridique Juripop lance un 
nouveau projet : la premiere edition du Tribunal-je- 
unesse du Quebec. Ce projet s'adresse principalement 
aux etudiants de niveau collegial, toutefois I'implica- 
tion des etudiants au baccalaureat en droit sera cru- 
ciale a la bonne marche de I'activite.

Cinq causes 
ayant marquees I'actualite judiciaire des evenements 
etudiants serviront done d'inspiration a une grande 
simulation.
